An Act to authorize the county of Atchison, in the state of Kansas, 
to provide for the building of bridges, the construction of aque- 
ducts and viaducts, public roads and highways, and for securing 
better railroad and terminal facilities, and for other internal im- 
provements within said county, and to authorize the board of 
county commissioners of said county tp provide for the payment 
of the cost thereof by the issue of bonds therefor, and repealing 
all acts and parts of acts in conflict herewith. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the county of Atchison, in the 
state of Kansas, is hereby authorized to provide for 
the erection of bridges, the construction of aqueducts 
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and viaducts, public roads and highways, and for se- 
curing better railroad facilities and terminals, and for 
other works of internal improvement, and for such 
purposes or any of them the board of county commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized and empowered as here- 
inafter provided to issue the bonds of such county in 
any sum not exceeding twenty per. cent, of the tax- 
able property of such county, as ascertained and de- 
termined by the assessment rolls of said county for 
' the year next preceding the issue of such bonds. 

Sec. 2. The said board of county commissioners of 
' Atchison county, in exercising the authority and 

power conferred by this act, shall not be required to 
j issue all of the bonds hereby authorized at any one 

time but may issue them at different times, as neces- 
sity therefor requires. Before issuing any such bonds 
under the provisions of this act, the board of county 
commissioners shall make and enter of record an order 
specifying the amount of bonds to be issued there- 
under, the date thereof, and the time when the same 
shall mature, which shall be not exceeding thirty 
years from the date thereof, and shall also specify the 
rate of interest, which shall not exceed five per cent, 
per annum, and which shall be payable semiannually. 
Said bonds, when issued, shall be signed by the chair- 
man of the board of county commissioners and at- 
tested by the county clerk of said county, with the 
seal of the county thereto attached, and shall have the 
semiannual interest coupons attached thereto, with 
the written or lithograph signature of the chairman 
of the board and clerk of said county thereon. Said 
bonds issued in pursuance of this act shall not be sold 
for less than their par value, nor shall any commis- 
sion be paid for the sale of said bonds, and the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of said bonds shall be kept in a 
separate fund and used for the purposes for which the 
same are authorized by the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of the said board of 
county commissioners annually, at the time of levy- 
ing other taxes, to levy an amount each year to pay

the interest as the same shall become due, as provided 
by the terms and conditions of said bonds, and also 
to levy a tax for the payment of the principal of said 
bonds before the maturity thereof, and when deemed 
necessary it is hereby authorized to levy a tax to 
create a sinking-fund for the redemption of said 
bonds at the maturity thereof, which sinking-fund 
shall be used for no other purpose than for the re- 
demption of such bonds at their maturity. 

Sec. 4. For the purpose of carrying into effect the 
provisions of this act, the board of county commis- 
sioners are hereby authorized to enter into any con- 
tract with any person or corporation for the erection 
of bridges, the construction of aqueducts and via- 
ducts or other internal improvements, or for any 
other purpose for which bonds are authorized to be 
issued under the preceding provisions of this act. 

All acts and parts of acts in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed.

BLUE RIVER, BLUE RAPIDS CITY- TOWNSHIP, 

MARSHALL COUNTY. 

An Act authorizing Blue Rapids City township, in Marshall county, 
to issue bonds to raise funds for the purpose of turning the cur^ 
rent of the Blue river in said township back to its original channel, 
as it was before the flood of 1903, for repairing and protect- 
ing the public highways of said township affected by said flood, 
and for protecting and strengthening the banks of said river in 
said township. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the township of Blue Rapids City, 
in Marshall county, is hereby authorized to issue 
bonds of said township in any sum not exceeding 
twenty-five thousand dollars, to raise funds for the 
purpose of turning the current of the Blue river in 
said township back to its original channel, as it was 
before the flood of 1903, for repairing and protecting 
the public highways of said township affected by said 
flood, and for protecting and strengthening the banks 
of said river in said township. 

Sec. 2. The bonds herein provided for shall be 
issued by the township board, shall run for a period 
of twenty years, with the option of paying any or all 
at any time after ten years, and be of the denomina- 
tion of five hundred dollars each, and shall have cou- 
pons attached providing for the payment of interest 
semiannually at the rate of not exceeding five per 
cent, per annum, and said bonds shall not be sold at 
less than par, and the proceeds arising from the issue 
and sale thereof shall be used as set forth in section 1 
hereof. Before issuing said bonds, the question of 
their issue for the purposes specified in section 1 shall 
be submitted to a vote of the electors of said town- 
ship, at a time and place to be fixed by the township 
board ; notice of said election to be given in a news- 
paper of general circulation in said township for such 
length of time as the board shall determine ; said 
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election shall be held under the general election laws • 
of the state, and if a majority of the qualified electors 
of said township voting at said election shall vote in 
favor of the issuance of said bonds, the township 
board shall make and enter upon their records a cer- 
tificate to that effect and shall proceed to issue said 
bonds. 

Sec. 3. The proper officers shall, in case said bonds 
are issued, each year cause to be levied and collected 
a sufficient tax to pay the interest on the same as it 
shall become due, and shall also cause to be levied 
and collected a tax to create a sinking-fund for their 
final redemption. 

Sec. 4. All acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take eflFect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

An Act relating to and. authorizing the board of education of the 
city of Kansas City to issue bonds for the purpose of repairing or 
replacing school buildings in said city which have been injured or 
destroyed by the flood of June, 1903, and to purchase suitable sites 
for such buildings, and to furnish the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the board of education of the city 
of Kansas City is hereby authorized to issue bonds for 
the repair or replacing of any school building in said 
city which has been injured or destroyed by the flood 
of June, 1903, and to purchase suitable sites therefor 
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, in cases where existing sites are no longer suitable ; 
and to furnish the same. 

Sbc. 2. The bonds so authorized shall not be issued 
to an amount exceeding the sum of fifty thousand dol- 
lars, and existing laws relating to the issue of bonds 
for the repair and erection of school buildings and the 
purchase of sites therefor and the cost of purchasing 
the same in cities of the first class, and all existing 
laws relating to bonds issued in such cities for such 
purposes, shall in all respects apply to such issue and 
to such bonds, except that no election shall be called 
or held to vote upon the proposition to issue such 
bonds by the qualified voters of said city school dis- 
trict. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication in the 
ofiicial state paper.

CHAPTER 10. 

WYANDOTTE COUNTY TO ISSUE FUNDING BONDS. 

An Act authorizing the boar<^ of county commissioners of Wyan- 
dotte county, Kansas, to fund its outstanding county warrants 
and judgments and to issue bonds therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of 
Wyandotte county is hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to fund all outstanding county warrants and 
judgments against Wyandotte county unpaid at the 
time of the passage of this act by issuing bonds to an 
amount equal to the amount of such outstanding 
county warrants and judgments against said county ; 
provided, that such bonds shall not be for an amount 
greater than such indebtedness. Such bonds shall 
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severally be in such amounts as the board of county 
commissioners shall direct, shall state for what pur- 
pose issued, shall be payable to bearer, and shall ma- 
ture in from fifteen to twenty years from their date, 
one series of twenty per cent, of the whole amount 
issued maturing at the end of each year, beginning at 
the end of the fifteenth year, and shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding four and one-half per cent, 
per annum, payable semiannually ; and provided fur- 
ther, that the money derived from the sale of such 
bonds shall be used for the payment of said above- 
described indebtedness and none other, and also such 
evidence of indebtedness refunded and paid under 
the provisions of this act shall be noted as surrendered 
and cancelled on the registry of such warrants and 
shall be destroyed in the presence of said board. 

Sec. 2. Such bonds shall be registered by the clerk 
of said county in a book kept for the registration of 
bonds, and said bonds shall be signed by the chair- 
man of the said board and the clerk thereof, with the 
seal of the county attached. 

Sec. 3. It shall be the duty of said board of county 
commissioners annually, at the time of levying their 
taxes, to levy an amount each year to pay the interest 
as the same shall become due, and also, before the 
date of maturity of any series of said bonds, to levy a 
tax for the payment of such series. When coupons 
and bonds are paid, they shall be entered on the regis- 
ter as paid and then destroyed. 

Skc. 4. The bonds provided for in this act shall not 
be sold for less than par and no commission shall be 
paid for th^ir sale. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication in the offi- 
cial state paper.

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of 
Clay county, Kansas, are hereby authorized to levy a 
tax not to exceed four mills on the taxable property 
of the county for the years a. d. 1903, 1904, and 1905, 
for the purpose of constructing, repairing and protect- 
ing bridges within the limits of said county. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the ofBcial state 
paper.

CHAPTER 12. 

REPUBLICAN RIVER BRIDGE, CLOUD COUNTY. 

An Act to provide for the erection and maintenance of a bridge 
across the Republican river in the vicinity of Concordia, Cloud 
county, Kansas, at some i>oint on said river to be selected by the 
board of county commissioners of Cloud county, Kansas, and to 
authorize said board of county commissioners to issue bonds to 
provide funds for the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the board of county commission- 
ers of Cloud county, Kansas, be and they are hereby 
authorized and empowered, in their discretion, to 
erect and maintain a bridge for the use of the public 
across the Republican river in the vicinity of the city 
of Concordia, Cloud county, Kansas, at some point on 
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said river to be selected by said board of county com- 
missioners; at a cost to said county not exceeding the 
sum of twenty thousand dollars, or so much as may 
be necessary to erect and complete said bridge, and, 
haying first prepared the plans and specifications 
therefor, may let the contract for the building of said 
bridge to the lowest responsible bidder, and shall take 
from the contractor or contractors a good and suffi- 
cient bond for the faithful performance of the con- 
tract so made with said contractor or contractors in a 
sum not less than one and one-half times the contract 
price therefor. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of providing funds for the 
erection of said bridge, the said board of county com- 
missioners are hereby authorized and empowered to 
issue the bonds of said county in an amount sufficient 
to erect and complete said bridge mentioned in section 
1 of this act. Said bonds shall be known and de- 
nominated as ** Cloud .county bridge bonds,'' and 
shall be issued in denominations of not less than five 
hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, 
with interest coupons attached, and shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding five per cent, per annum, pay- 
able semiannually, on the 1st days of January and 
July in each year. Said bonds shall be payable in 
not less than five years nor more than twenty years 
from the date thereof, and payable at such time and 
place, within the period aforesaid, as the board of 
county commissioners shall designate. Each bond 
shall bear on its face the amount thereof and the rate 
of interest it bears, the number of such bond, when 
issued, when and where payable, for what purpose 
issued, and be payable to bearer, which bonds, to- 
gether with the coupons thereto attached, shall be 
signed by the chairman of said board of county com- 
missioners of Cloud county, Kansas, and attested by 
the clerk of said county, and each bond shall have the 
impression of the seal of said county thereon. 

Sec. 3. The bonds provided for in thi^ act shall not 
be sold for less than par, and the money derived from 
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the sale of the same shall be paid over to the county 
treasurer of Cloud county, Kansas, to be disbursed in 
payment of warrants drawn by th^ board of county 
commissioners according to law, for the payment of 
the erection of said bridge, in accordance with the 
contract mentioned in section 1 of this act, and the 
funds so raised shall be used for no other purpose. 

Skc. 4. The said board of county commissioners 
shall annually, at the time other taxes are levied, levy 
a tax sufBcient to pay the interest on said bonds as 
the same shall become due, and to create a sinking- 
fund for the final redemption of said bonds at their 
maturity. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the county clerk of 
said county of Cloud to register the bonds authorized 
to be issued by this act in a book to be kept by him 
for that purpose, which register shall show the date, 
number, the amount of each bond, to whom issued, 
for what purpose, and when and where payable, and 
when said coupon or bond shall be paid they shall be 
noted on the register as paid, and the said coupons 
and bonds so paid shall be cancelled by said county 
clerk, with the date of cancellation thereof, and at the 
first meeting of the board of county commissioners 
after such payment the same shall be destroyed in the 
presence of said board. 

Skc. 6. None of the restrictions and limitations con- 
tained in any of the statutes of the state of Kansas 
heretofore enacted shall apply to or in any way affect 
the issuance of bonds under this act or of the bonds 
so issued.

An Act authorizing and empoweriog the board of county commis- 
sioners of Cloud county, Kansas, to contract with the Nebraska, 
Kansas & Gulf Railway Company for the construction and main- 
tenance Qf a wagon-road bridge in connection and jointly with the 
railroad bridge to be built by it across the Republican river, in the 
vicinity of Concordia, Cloud county, Kansas, and to issue bonds 
for the payment of the same. 

. Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of 
Cloud county, Kansas, are hereby authorized and em- 
powered, in their discretion, to contract for, and enter 
into a contract with, the Nebraska, Kansas & Gulf 
Railway Company to construct and maintain a wagon- 
road bridge in connection and jointly with the rail- 
road bridge to be constructed an^ maintained by it 
across the Republican river, in the vicinity of Con- 
cordia, Cloud county, Kansas, providing satisfactory 
arrangements can be made therefor between the said 
the Nebraska, Kansas & Gulf Railway Company and 
the board of county commissioners of Cloud county, 
Kansas. 

Sec. 2. For the purpose of providing funds for the 
payment of any indebtedness contracted under section 
1 of this act, the said board of county commissioners 
are hereby authorized and empowered to issue the 
bonds of said county in an amount not exceeding 
such contract price. Said bonds shall be known and 
denominated as ** Cloud county bridge bonds,'' and 
shall be issued in denominations of not less than five 
hundred dollars nor more than one thousand dollars, 
with interest coupons attached, and shall bear interest 
at a rate not exceeding five per cent, per annum, pay- 
able semiannually, on the 1st days of January and 
July in each year. Said bonds shall be payable in 
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not less than five years nor more than twenty years 
from the date thereof, and payable at such time and 
place, within the period aforesaid, as the board of 
county commissioners shall designate. Each bond 
shall bear on its face the amount thereof and the rate 
of interest it bears, the number of such bond, when 
issued, when and where payable, for what purpose 
issued, and be payable to bearer, which bonds, to- 
gether with the coupons thereto attached, shall be 
signed by the chairman of said board of county com- 
missioners of Cloud county, Kansas, and attested by 
the clerk of said county, and each bond shall have 
the impression of the seal of said county thereon. 

Sfic. 3. The bonds provided for in this act shall 
not be sold for less than par, and the money derived 
from the sale of the same shall be paid over to the 
county treasurer of Cloud county, Kansas, to be dis- 
bursed in payment of warrants drawn by the board 
of county commissioners according to law, for the 
payment of any indebtedness contracted under section 
1 of this act, and the funds so raised shall be used for 
no other purpose. 

Sec. 4. The said board of county commissioners 
shall annually, at the time other taxes are levied, levy 
a tax sufficient to pay the interest on said bonds as 
the same shall become due and to create a sinking- 
fund for the final redemption of said bonds at their 
maturity. 

Sec. 5. It shall be the duty of the county clerk of 
said county of Cloud to register the bonds authorized* 
to be issued by this acb in a book to be kept by him 
for that purpose, which register shall show the date, 
number, the amount of each bond, to whom issued, 
for what purpose, and when and where payable, and 
when said coupon or bond shall be paid they shall be 
noted on the register as paid, and the said coupons 
and bonds so paid shall be cancelled by said county 
clerk, with the date of cancellation thereof, and at the 
first meeting of the board of county commissioners 
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after such payment the same shall be destroyed in the 
presence of said board. 

Sec. 6. None of the restrictions and limitations con- 
tained in any of the statutes of the state of Kansas 
heretofore enacted shall apply to or in any way affect 
the issuance of bonds under this act or of the bonds so 
issued. 

Sec. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

WALNUT RIVER BRIDGE, COWLEY COUNTY. 

An Act to authorize the board of county oommissioners of Cowley 
county, Kansas, to enlarg^e and extend a certain bridge therein 
and make appropriation therefor, as provided in this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of 
Cowley county, Kansas, having appropriated the sum 
of two thousand dollars for the erection and construc- 
tion of a bridge across the Walnut river, on the sec- 
tion line between sections 1 and 11, in township 34, 
in range 4, Cowley county, Kansas, known as Dunk- 
ard's Mill bridge, and it appearing that said bridge 
will not admit the flow of water in flood times with 
sufficient freedom to prevent the flooding of lands not 
heretofore subject to overflow, and it appearing further 
that the pressure of the water at such times will en- 
danger said bridge, said board of county commission- 
ers are hereby authorized and empowered to extend 
and enlarge said bridge by adding one or more arches 
thereto, and are hereby authorized to appropriate 
therefor not to exceed the sum of one thousand dollars 
—2 
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without submitting the question to the voters of said 
county. 

Sec. 2. This act shall be in force and take effect 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CHAPTER 15. 

RELATING TO BRIDGES, DOUGLAS COUNTY. 

An Act authorizing and directing the board of county commis- 
sioners of Douglas county, Kansas, to repair or rebuild certain 
bridges therein, to wit, the county bridge over the Kansas riyer 
at the city of Lawrence, in said county, and the county bridge 
over the Wakarusa river at the city of Eudora, in said county, 
to issue and sell the bonds of said county in payment therefor, 
and repealing all acts and parts of acts inconsistent with the 
provisions of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Skotion 1. That the board of county commission- 
ers of Douglas county, Kansas, be and it is hereby 
authorized and directed to proceed to repair or rebuild 
the county bridge over the Kansas river at the city of 
Lawrence, in said county of Douglas, also the county 
bridge over the Wakarusa river at the city of Eudora,, 
in said Douglas county. 

Sec. 2. All grades, fills and embankments on any 
street or highway leading to such bridge or bridges 
which may be necessary to be made in order to make 
such bridge or bridges available for public travel 
shall be deemed to be and shall be a part of the ap- 
proach thereto, and the cost thereof shall constitute 
and be a part of the cost of repairing or rebuilding 
such bridge or bridges. 

Sbc. 3. That in repairing or lebuilding said bridge 
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or bridges the original location thereof shall be pre- ' , 

served and maintained. 

Sbc. 4. That before making or entering into any 
contract for repairing or rebuilding said bridge or 
bridges or either of them, said board of county com- 
missioners shall cause definite plans and specifications 
thereof to be made, which shall also designate the 
character of the material to be used therein, provid- 
ing that all approaches shall be made or constructed 
substantially of stone, which plans and specifications 
it shall forthwith file in the office of the county clerk 
of said Douglas county. 

Sbc. 5. That upon the filing of the plans and 
specifications mentioned in section 4 of this act, the 
said board of couniy commissioners shall advertise in 
the daily newspapers published at Lawrence, Kan., * 
and at least two daily newspapers published at Kan- 
sas City, Mo., that sealed proposals will be received 
by it for making such repairs or rebuilding said bridges 
according to said plans and specifications to a time to 
be mentioned in said advertisement, which time shall 
not be less than fifteen days nor more than twenty 
days from the day of the first publication of such no- 
tice ; that upon the opening of such bids said contract 
shall be awarded to the lowest responsible bidder, and 
the board of county commissioners shall enter into a 
contract in writing with such successful bidder for do- 
ing said work, and shall require from him a good and 
sufficient bond for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract ; but said board shall have the right to reject any 
and all of such bids, should it consider them unreason- 
able, and to readvertise for bids as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. 

Sbc, 6. That upon entering into a contract for re- 
building or repairing said bridge or bridges, the said 
board of county commissioners shall issue the bonds 
of said county for an amount equal to said contract 
price for making such repairs or rebuilding such bridge 
or bridges, which bonds shall be of the denomination 
of one hundred dollars each, payable to bearer at the 
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fiscal agency of the state of Kansas twenty years from 
their date, and shall draw interest at a rate not ex- 
ceeding five per cent, per annum, which interest shall 
be payable semiannually, and shall be evidenced by 
coupons to said bonds attached, which bonds shall be 
known as ''Douglas county bridge bonds,'' and shall be 
signed by the chairman of the board of county commis- 
sioners of said county of Douglas and attested by the 
county clerk of said county, and shall have the seal of 
said board attached, and shall recite the fact that they 
were issued under the provisions of this act. 

Skc. 7. Said board of county commissioners shall 
make registration of said bonds in a book to be kept 
for that purpose, showing the date, amount, number, 
rate of interest of such bonds, and where payable, and 
showing for the repairing or rebuilding of what bridge 
or bridges they were issued. 

Skc. 8. That said board of county commissioners 
shall proceed to sell suflBcient of said bonds to pay for 
making such repairs and improvements at the best 
price obtainable therefor, but in no event shall said 
bonds be sold for less than the par value thereof. 

Sbc. 9. That from the sale of said bonds said board 
of county commissioners shall pay the contractor or 
contractors for repairing or rebuilding such bridge or 
bridges, in accordance with the terms of their con- 
tract, upon proper estimates, vouchers and bills being 
presented to it by him or them. 

Sec. 10. The aggregate amount of bonds author- 
ized to be issued under the provisions of this act shall 
not exceed the sum of fifty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 11. That the board of county commissioners 
of said county shall levy annually such a per cent, on 
the taxable property of said county as shall be suffi- 
cient to pay the interest on all bonds issued and sold 
under the provisions of this act as the same shall ac- 
crue, and to provide a sinking-fund for the payment 
of said bonds, but no sinking-fund shall be provided 
until the expiration of one-half the time such bonds 
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shall run, and shall thereafter be created in equal an- 
nual instalments of one-tenth of the principal thereof. 

Sec. 12. That should there be on hand a surplus 
from the sale of these bonds after paying the expenses 
of rebuilding or repairing such bridge or bridges, as 
hereinbefore provided, the same shall be kept by said 
board in a separate fund, to be known as the "bridge- 
repair fund.'* 

Seo. 13. That all acts or parts of acts, in so far as 
they conflict with the provisions of this act, be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 14. That this act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

KANSAS RIVER BRIDGE, DOUGLAS AND LEAVENWORTH 

COUNTIES. 

An Act authorizing and directing the board of county commission- 
ers of Douglas county, Kansas, and the board of county commis- 
sioners of Leavenworth county, Kansas, to repair and rebuild, 
upon the site of the present bridge as now located, a bridge over 
the Kansas river at the city of Eudora, in Douglas county, and 
between said counties of Douglas and Leavenworth, and author- 
izing and directing them to levy a special tax in each county to 
pay for the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the board of county commissioners 
of Douglas county, Kansas, and the board of county 
commissioners of Leavenworth county, Kansas, act- 
ing in conjunction each with the other, are hereby 
authorized and directed to repair, and rebuild the 
bridge for the use of the public over the Kansas river 
at the city of Eudora, between the said counties of 
Leavenworth and Douglas, at and upon the site of 
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the said bridge as now located, and said counties of 
Leavenworth and of Douglas shall be liable for one-half 
of the expense necessary for the repairing and re- ' 
building of said bridge. 

Sec. 2. That for the repairing and rebuilding of 
said bridge the county commissioners of Douglas 
county shall be authorized to expend the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary ; that for the repairing and rebuilding of said 
bridge the county commissioners of Leavenworth 
county shall be authorized to spend the sum of ten 
thousand dollars, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
sary. 

Sec. 3. That said boards of county commissioners, 
acting together and in joint session, shall first cause 
to be prepared definite plans and specifications for the 
work proposed to be done under the provisions of this 
act and cause the same to be filed in the office of the 
county clerk of each of said counties, and shall award 
the contract for repairing and rebuilding said bridge 
to the lowest responsible bidder, in the manner herein- 
after provided, and shall take from the contractor or 
contractors a good and sufficient bond for the faithful 
performance and compliance with his contract. 

Sec. 4. That upon the filing of the plans and specifi- 
cations mentioned in section 3 of this act, said boards 
of county commissioners shall advertise in the news- 
papers published at Leavenworth and Lawrence, Kan., 
and at least one newspaper published in Kansas City, 
Mo., notice that sealed proposals will be received, at 
a particular time and place to be mentioned in said 
notice, which time shall be not less than twenty days 
from the date of such publication notice, for the 
awarding of the contract for repairing or rebuilding 
said bridge, in accordance with the plans and specifi- 
cations filed with said county clerk, and that the said 
boards of county commissioners shall award said con- 
tract to the lowest responsible bidder, exacting from 
him the bond hereinbefore mentioned, but the said 
boards of county commissioners shall have the right 
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to reject any and all bids, should they consider them 
unreasonable, and readvertise in the manner herein- 
before mentioned. 

Sbc. 5. For the purpose of providing funds to pay 
for the repairing and rebuilding of said bridge, the 
county commissioners of Douglas county, Kansas, are 
hereby authorized to levy and collect annually for two 
years, in the manner that other taxes are levied and 
collected, a special tax not exceeding one mill on the 
dollar upon all the taxable property in said county, 
and the funds so arising from such tax shall not be 
used for any other purpose except as provided in this 
act. 

Sbc. 6. That the board of county commissioners of 
Leavenworth county, Kansas, is hereby authorized to 
levy and collect annually for two years, in the same 
manner as other taxes are levied and collected, a 
special tax not exceeding one-half mill on the dollar 
upon all the taxable property in said county, and the 
funds so arising from such tax shall not be used for 
any other purpose except as provided in this act. 

Sbc. 7. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent with 
the reading of this act are hereby repealed. 

Sbc. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force

That the board of county commission- 
ers of Morris county, Kansas, are hereby authorized 
and empowered to establish, build, equip and main- 
tain a suitable and substantial county bridge, with all 
necessary abutments, approaches, piers, and other 
appurtenances, across the Neosho river at the Main 
street crossing of said river in the city of Council 
Grove, in said county. 

Sbc. 2. That for the purpose of carrying out the 
provisions of section 1 of this act, the board of county 
commissioners shall have the power and authority to 
appropriate the sum of four thousand dollars, or an 
amount large enough for said purposes, and if the gen- 
eral funds of the county on hand will not be suflScient, 
said board of commissioners shall levy and collect a 
special tax upon all taxable property within said 
county large enough to raise the said sum of four 
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thousand dollars, or as much thereof as may be re- 
quired to properly construct and equip said bridge. 

Sec. 3. The board of county commissioners are 
hereby authorized to let the contract for the building 
and equipment of said bridge without the formality 
of the twenty days' advertised notice, as required by 
section 584, General Statutes of 1901, but all other 
requirements of law relative to letting bridge con- 
tracts shall be complied with as near as possible. 

Sec. 4, The board of county commissioners may 
construct and equip the above-specified bridge of en- 
tirely new material, and may dispose of any parts of 
the old bridge once used at this crossing or may use 
them in the construction of other bridges in Morris 
county, and the said county bridge provided for in 
section 1 of this act shall be maintained and kept in 
proper order and repair by the said county of Morris. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in full 
force from and after its publication in the official 
state paper.

CHAPTER 28. 

WALNUT RIVER BRIDGE, NESS COUNTY. 

An Act authorizing the county commissioners of Ness county to 
erect a bridge across the south fork of the Walnut river, in said 
counl7, and to provide for the payment for the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the county commissioners of Ness 
county are hereby authorized and empowered to erect 
a bridge across the south fork of the Walnut river, on 
the road leading south from Ness City, at a cost not 
to exceed five thousand dollars, and that said bridge 
shall be paid for from the general fund of the county, 
—3 
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or by the sale of bonds, without submitting a proposi- 
tion for issuing said bonds to a vote of the people. 

Sec. 2. That all acts and parts of acts in conflict 
with this act are hereby repealed, in so far as they 
conflict with this act. 

Sec. 3. That this act shall be in full force and 
efl*ect from and after its publication in the official 
state paper.

CHAPTER 29. 

RELATING TO BRIDGES, POTTAWATOMIE, RILEY, 
GEARY AND WABAUNSEE COUNTIES. 

An Act authorizing the boards of county commisBioners of the 
counties of Pottawatomie, Riley, Geary, and Wabaunsee, in the 
state of Kansas, to rebuild or repair any and all bridges or ap- 
proaches thereto washed out, damaged or destroyed by the high 
water of the months of May and June, 1903, to issue county war- 
rants in payment for such rebuilding or repairs, and providing for 
a civil action by any one of said counties to recover from another 
its portion of the expense of such rebuilding or repairs. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the boards of county commission- 
ers of the counties of Pottawatomie, Riley, Geary, and 
Wabaunsee, in the state of Kansas, be and they 
hereby are authorized to rebuild or repair any and all 
county bridges and approaches thereto within said 
counties, and across streams forming the boundary 
lines between said counties, which were washed out, 
damaged or destroyed by the high water of the months 
of May and June, a. d. 1903. 

Skc. 2. That in payment of the expense of the 
rebuilding or repairing of any such bridges or ap- 
proaches thereto, or of such portion thereof as shall 
be chargeable against any one of said counties under 
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the provisions of section 4 of this act, the board of 
county commissioners of each of said counties be and 
is hereby authorized to issue the warrants of such 
county, payable at such time as shall be fixed and de- 
termined by such board ; said warrants to draw in- 
terest at the rate of six per cent, per annum, payable 
annually, after they shall have been presented to the 
county treasurer of such county and marked "Not 
paid for want of funds." 

Src. 3. Each board of county commissioners issu- 
ing warrants under the provisions of this act shall 
make such annual levies upon all the taxable property 
of its county as shall be sufficient to raise funds to 
pay said warrants as they shall mature. 

Sec. 4. That the expense of building and repairing 
any bridge or bridges or approaches thereto under the 
provisions of this act, across any stream which forms, 
at the location of such bridge or bridges, the boundary 
line between any two of said counties, shall be paid 
jointly by such two counties in such proportion as 
they have been heretofore liable for the expense of 
maintaining such bridge or bridges ; provided, that if 
any county named in this act shall fail to rebuild or 
repair its proper portion of such bridge or bridges or 
approaches thereto, as provided in this section, within 
six months after the passage of this act, or to pay or 
provide for the payment thereof, such adjoining county . 
is hereby authorized to rebuild or repair such bridge 
or bridges or approaches thereto, and to recover in a 
civil action in any court of competent jurisdiction from 
the county so failing the portion of the expense of 
such rebuilding or repairing with which such failing 
county is made chargeable by the foregoing provisions 
of this section. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

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CHAPTER 30. 

KANSAS RIVER BRIDGES, SHAWNEE COUNTY. 

An Act to provide for the erection of four bridges across the Kansas 
river, in Shawnee county, and authorizing the board of county 
commissioners to provide funds to pay for the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the board of county commissioners 
of the county of Shawnee be and they are hereby au- 
thorized to build four bridges for the use of the public 
over the Kansas river, one of which shall be at some 
point to be selected by the county commissioners be- 
tween where the west line of the east half of the north- 
east corner of section 19, in township 11, range 14, 
intersects said river and where the north-and-south 
line between sections 27 and 28 in said township in- 
tersects said river ; and one at a point to be selected 
by the county commissioners between the Atchison, 
Topeka & Santa Fe bridge in the city of Topeka and 
the mouth of Soldier creek ; one between where the 
east line of section 27 intersects said river and west 
line of section 30, township 11, range 15, intersects 
said river ; and the fourth bridge to be at a point not 
more than one-half mile east of the west line of Shaw- 
nee county, where said county line intersects the south 
bank of said river ; and for that purpose to advertise 
for proposals for the construction of such bridges, hav- 
ing first given ten days' notice declaring it necessary 
to build them, and having first prepared th^ plans and 
specifications therefor, and shall let the contract for 
the building each of said bridges to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, and shall take from the contractor or 
contractors a good and suflBcient bond for the faithful 
performance and compliance with the contract so made 
with him or them, at a cost to said county not exceed- 
ing the sum of twenty thousand dollars for each 
bridge . 
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Sbc. 2. For the purpose of providing funds to pay 
for construction of such bridges, the board of county 
commissioners are hereby authorized, and it shall be 
their duty, to levy and collect annually, in the same 
manner as other taxes are levied and collected, a spe- 
cial tax, not exceeding three and one-half mills on the 
dollar, upon all taxable property within said county, 
and the funds so arising from such tax shall ' be used 
for ho other purpose than is in this act provided. 

Sec. 3. In order to have said bridges built expedi- 
tiously, before the levy and collection of said taxes, 
said board of county cpmmissioners are hereby au- 
thorized to issue warrants on the county treasurer of 
said Shawnee county, bearing interest at not exceed- 
ing the rate of five per cent, per annum, to and in 
favor of such contractor or contractors, in payment 
for all work and labor by him or them performed un- 
der such contract, which said warrants shall be pay- 
able out of said fund at such time as shall be fixed by 
said board of county commissioners ; provided, that 
the board of county commissioners of said county may 
elect to pay the said county warrants or any part of 
them' at any time before maturity, after the expiration 
of six months from date of execution, by giving thirty 
days' notice of such election in the newspapers doing 
the county printing. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

KANSAS RIVER BRIDGE, SHAWNEE AND JEFFERSON 

COUNTIES. 

An Act authorizing the county commissioners of Shawnee county 
and of Jefferson county to reconstruct a bridge across Kansas 
river, in Shawnee and Jefferson counties. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the county commissioaers of Shaw- 
nee county and the county commissioners of Jefferson 
county be and they are hereby authorized to recon- 
struct the bridge across the Kansas river between said 
counties, known as the Grantville bridge, and which 
was washed away by the recent flood ; said bridge to 
be located across the Kansas river where it is inter- 
sected by the main public road between Grantville and 
the city of Topeka. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CHAPTER 32. 

KANSAS RIVER BRIDGE, KAW TOWNSHIP, WABAUNSEE 

COUNTY. 

An Act authorizing and empowering the county commissioners of 
Wabaunsee county, Kansas, to build a certain bridge in Wabaun- 
see county, Kansas, and to provide for the issuance of warrants 
in payment therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the county commissioners of Wa- 
baunsee county, Kansas, are hereby authorized to 
cause to be built and erected a good and substantial 
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bridge and approaches thereto across the new channel 
of the Kansas river, south of St. Marys, in Kaw town- 
ship, Wabaunsee county, Kansas, at some practical 
place on said new channel, as may be determined by 
said board of county commissioners. 
' Sbc. 2. That the said board is hereby authorized to 
issue the warrants of said county in payment for said 
bridge and approaches thereto ; said warrants to draw 
interest at the rate of six per cent, per annum from 
their date until paid, and to mature at such date or 
dates as such board may determine. 

Sbc. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CHAPTER 33. 

KANSAS RIVER BRIDGES, WYANDOTTE COUNTY. 

An Act to provide for the erection of certain bridges across the 
Kansas river, in Wyandotte county, Kansas, within and without 
the city of Kansas city, and authorizing the board of county com- 
missioners of Wyandotte county to unite by contract with any 
person, county, township, company, companies, corporation or 
corporations in the construction and joint use of said bridges, and 
to provide for the payment of the cost of said bridges by the issue 
of bonds therefor, and repealing chapter 116 of the Laws of Kan- 
sas of 1903. , 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the board of county commissioners 
of Wyandotte county, Kansas, are hereby authorized 
to order constructed and to contract for and construct, 
and to issue the bonds of said county for the cost 
thereof, without an election being held therein to au- 
thorize the same, the following bridges and approaches 
thereto across the Kansas river in the city of Kansas 
City, as follows : One bridge and approaches thereto 
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between Armstrong avenue and Sandusky avenue ex- 
tended from Third street or Ferry street and to the 
southeasterly bank of the Kansas river in said city ; 
provided, that the cost to said county of said bridge, 
for the payment of which bonds are herein authorized 
to be issued, shall not exceed the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars. Also, one bridge and approaches 
thereto across said Kansas river on Central avenue in 
said city of Kansas City ; provided, that the cost of 
said bridge to said county, for the payment of 
which bonds are herein authorized to be issued, 
shall not exceed the sum of eighty-five thousand 
dollars; and provided further, that said board 
of county commissioners shall not have the power 
or authority to build said bridge unless the Kansas 
City Elevated Street-railway Company shall either pay 
not less than one-half the cost of the construction of 
said bridge, or renounce all right, power and author- 
ity to cross said bridge or to use the same to any ex- 
tent or for any purpose ; and provided further, that 
nothing herein shall be construed to affect any right 
or obligation which may now exist between the said 
city of Kansas City and the Kansas City Elevated 
Street-railway Company pertaining to said bridge or 
the use, repair or maintenance thereof. Also, one 
bridge and approaches thereto across the Kansas river 
at Kansas avenue in said city of Kansas City ; pro- 
vided, that the cost of said bridge to said county, for 
the payment of which bonds are herein authorized to 
be issued, shall not exceed the sum of eighty thou- 
sand dollars. Also, one bridge and approaches thereto 
across the Kansas river at Twelfth street in said city 
of Kansas City, connecting said Kansas City with the 
city of Argentine, in said county ; provided, that the 
cost of said bridge to said county, for the payment of 
which bonds are hereby authorized to be issued, shall 
not exceed the sum of seventy-five thousand dollars ; 
and provided further, that said board of county com- 
missioners shall not have the power or authority to 
build said bridge unless the Metropolitan Street-rail- 
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way Company shall pay not less than one-half the cost 
thereof, or renounce all right, power and authority 
to cross said bridge or to use the same to any ex- 
tent or \ for any purpose whatever; and provided 
further, that nothing herein shall be construed to 
aflfect any right or obligation which may now exist 
between the city of Kansas City and the Metropolitan 
Street-railway Company pertaining to said bridge or 
the use, repair or maintenance thereof. Also, one 
bridge and approaches thereto across the Kansas 
river at Fifth street in said city of Kansas City at or 
upon the site of the old Fifth street bridge ; provided, 
that the cost of said bridge to said county, for the 
payment of which bonds are herein authorized to be 
issued, shall not exceed the sum of forty thousand 
dollars. Said board of county commissioners are also 
hereby authorized, if deemed by them to conserve the 
best interests of the public, to order constructed and 
to contract for and construct, and issue bonds of said 
county in payment therefor, without any election to 
authorize the same, a. bridge and approaches thereto 
across the Kansas river in said county near or upon 
the site of the old Southern bridge, connecting the 
northwest side of said river with the city of Argentine, 
Kan. ; provided, that the cost of said bridge to said 
county, for the payment of which bonds are herein 
authorized, shall not exceed the sum of forty thousand 
dollars. Said board of county commissioners are also 
hereby authorized to order constructed and to con- 
tract for and construct, and issue bonds of said 
county in payment therefor, without any election 
to authorize the same, a bridge across the Kan- 
sas river at or near a point where Kansas avenue 
in said city of Kansas City extended west from the 
city limits would cross the Kansas river, in Wyan- 
dotte county ; provided, that the cost of said bridge 
to said county, for the payment of which bonds are 
herein authorized, shall not exceed the sum of sixty 
thousand dollars ; and provided further, that the con- 
tract for said bridge shall not be let nor any proceed- 
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ings for the construction of said bridge be had until 
the right of way for a county road at least sixty feet 
wide as approaches to each end of said bridge shall 
have been donated and deeded to Wyandotte county 
free of all expense ; and chapter 116 of the Laws of 
1903 is hereby repealed. Said board of county com- 
missioners are also hereby authorized to order con- 
structed and to contract for and construct, and issue 
bonds of said county in payment therefor, without 
any election to authorize the same, a bridge and ap- 
proaches thereto across the Kansas river near the 
town of Turner, in said county, at or as near as prac- 
ticable to the site of the old Turner bridge across said 
river; provided, that the cost of said bridge and ap- 
proaches to said county, for the payment of which 
bonds are herein authorized to be issued, shall not 
exceed the sum of fifty thousand dollars. Said board 
of county commissioners are also hereby authorized 
to order constructed and to contract for and con- 
struct, and issue bonds of said county in payinent 
therefor, without any election to authorize the same, 
a bridge across the Kansas river and approaches 
thereto at Bonner Springs, in said county, at or as 
near . as practicable to the site of the old Bonner 
Springs bridge across the Kansas river; provided, 
that the cost of said bridge and approaches to said 
county, for the payment of which bonds are herein 
authorized, shall not exceed the sum of thirty thou- 
sand dollars. 

Skc. 2. That each of said bridges, when ordered 
constructed, shall be by contract separately let to the 
lowest responsible bidder, and before any contract 
shall be let by said board of county commissioners 
said board shall instruct the county surveyor of said 
county to make necessary surveys and to prepare plans 
and specifications of each of said bridges as may be 
ordered by the board, and furnish such plans and 
specifications to said board, together with an estimate 
of the cost of each of said bridges, and for the purpose 
of making such surveys and plans and specifications 
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said commissioners shall, if deemed necessary, employ 
competent engineers to assist the county surveyor in 
such work, said engineers to be paid out of the funds 
provided for the building of said bridges. Said com- 
missioners shall then advertise for four consecutive 
weeks in the official county paper, and for the same 
length of time in the Engineering News and the Engi- 
neering Record, both of New York city, for sealed pro- 
posals for the construction of each of said bridges, and 
shall award the construction thereof to the lowest re- 
sponsible bidder ; provided, the lowest bid upon each 
bridge shall not be in excess of the estimate furnished 
by the said engineer, and they shall take from each 
bidder and contractor a good and sufficient bond, with 
at least two surety companies as- surety thereon, for 
the faithful compliance of any contract so made with 
him and with ihem ; and said commissioners may re- 
ject dny and all bids. All bids for any bridge shall 
be presented simultaneously to the board of county 
commissioners, and opened forthwith by them in the 
presence of the public and all bidders then present. 

Skc. 3. That the board of county commissioners of 
said county is hereby authorized to receive proposi- 
tions from and to enter into contract with any county, 
township, person, company or corporation desiring to 
use said bridges, or any of them, conjointly with the 
general public for railway-tracks or for other purposes, 
for the payment by such county, township, persons, 
companies or corporation of a proportion of the cost 
of constructing said bridge or bridges upon such terms 
as may be agreed upon ; excepting, however, said 
bridges to be built at Central avenue and at Twelfth 
street, the division of the cost thereof being hereinbe- 
fore provided for ; provided, that if such contract shall 
be entered into between the said board of county com- 
missioners and any county, township, person, com- 
pany, or corporation, as to the construction of any of 
such bridges, then such commissioners shall not issue 
the bonds of the county for a greater amount in pay- 
ment for any such bridge or bridges than the cost there- 
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of after deducting therefrom the amount agreed to be 
paid by such county, township, person, company or 
corporation toward the construction of said bridge or 
bridges ; provided further, that no contract with or 
contribution by any person or corporation for the 
joint use of any such bridge constructed under the 
provision of this act shall confer upon any such cor- 
poration or person any exclusive privilege or right to 
use such bridge, or preclude the granting of the privi- 
lege to others to use such bridge upon such terms as 
may be prescribed by the authority having control 
thereof. 

Sec. 4. In order to pay for the erection of said 
bridges, the said board of county commissioners shall 
issue the bonds of such county, with semiannual in- 
terest coupons attached, which bonds shall be made 
payable in ten equal annual series, beginning twenty 
years from the date of said bonds, and shall bear in- 
terest at a rate not to exceed four and one-half per 
cent, per annum, and it shall be the duty of said 
board of county commissioners annually, at the time 
of levying other taxes, to levy an amount each year 
to pay the interest as the same shall become due, and 
also, before the date of maturity of any series of said 
bonds, to levy a tax for the payment of such series ; 
and all moneys realized from the sale of said bonds 
shall be a special fund called '*the Kansas river 
bridge fund," and shall be appropriated only for the 
purposes herein specified ; provided, that no bonds 
issued in pursuance of this act shall be sold for less 
than their par value, nor shall any commission be 
paid for the sale of said bonds, nor shall bonds be is- 
sued under this act to an amount exceeding five hun- 
dred and sixty thousand dollars. Said bonds shall 
be signed by the chairman of said board of county 
commissioners and attested by the county clerk of said 
county, with the seal of the county thereto attached. 

Sec. 5. During the construction of any of said 
bridges within the limits of Kansas City, Kan., the 
supervision and coijtrol thereof shall be under the di- 
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rection and authority of the said board of county 
commissioners and the engineers of said county, who 
shall superintend the construction thereof. As soon 
as any of said bridges is constructed the same shall . 
become forthwith a city bridge, and be owned by and 
be under the control of said city of Kansas City, sub- 
ject to all the uses, contracts, liabilities and super- 
vision as other city bridges of said city. 

Sec. 6. If it shall be ascertained by the final esti- 
mates furnished to said board of county commissioners 
that the cost of any bridge or bridges herein provided 
for will exceed the amount herein limited as the ulti- 
mate cost of such bridge, and it shall be further ascer- 
tained from such final estimates that the cost to the 
county of any bridge herein provided for will be less 
than the amount herein limited as the ultimate cost 

r 

of such bridge or bridges, then the said board of 
county commissioners is hereby authorized to issue 
the bonds therefor, and to use so much of such excess 
over the actual cost of any bridge as may be necessary 
in the construction of any other bridge for the con-, 
struction of which provision is herein made. 

Sec. 7. If it shall be ascertained that any portion 
of the old structure of any bridge recently washed 
from its foundation in said county can be used in the 
construction of any bridge herein provided for, then 
said board of county commissioners are hereby au- 
thorized to use the same upon its former piers or in 
the building of any other bridge provided for in this 
act. 

Sec. 8. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its passage and publication in the ofii- 
cial state paper.

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CHAPTER 34. 

AUTHORIZING CITIES TO REPAIR DAMAGES. 

An Act authoriziDg oities to repair damages done by floods to streets, 
alleys, pavements, sewers, sidewalks, and bridges, and cleaning 
same, to incur indebtedness therefor, and to issue bonds in pay- 
ment thereof and in payment of indebtedness heretofore incurred 
for such purposes, and to levy taxes. 

Whereas, Certain parts of the state have been 
visited by devastating floods during the months of 
May and June, 1903, and great damage has beeijdone 
thereby to the streets, alleys, pavements, sewers, 
sidewalks and bridges in various cities ; and 

Whereas, It is deemed wise to give such cities 
power which, under existing laws, they do not have 
to do the work and make the repairs necessary to re- 
place the streets, alleys, pavements, sewers, 'side- 
walks and bridges in a passable and safe condition, 
and cleaning same, to make the extraordinary ex- 
penditure and to incur the increased indebtedness oc- 
casioned thereby : now, therefore. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That the mayor and council of any city 
which has been damaged by the floods of May and 
June, 1903, are hereby authorized to do such work 
and to make such repairs upon the streets and alleys 
and in the relaying of pavements and sidewalks and 
the repair of bridges as shall be necessary to put them 
in a passable and safe condition, and the repair of 
sewers, without being first petitioned therefor by 
property-owners, and without advertising for bids or 
making estimates of cost, at the expense of the city at 
large, and to be paid out of the general improvement 
fund of the city ; or, if there are not available moneys 
in such fund, then the necessary indebtedness may be 
incurred therefor, to be paid out of the general im- 
provement fund when sufficient for that purpose. The 
indebtedness so created shall be in addition to all 
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other indebtedness now authorized bylaw, and, when 
necessary, a special levy of taxes may be made for its 
payment. The additional powers hereby vested in 
cities shall not be exercised except for the repair of 
damages done by said floods. 

Sbo. 2. That nothing in this act shall prevent any 
city from making all such repairs and improvements, 
or any part thereof, in accordance with existing laws ; 
and before any city shall have the benefit of the pro- 
visions of this act, the mayor and council thereof shall 
by resolution declare on what streets aud alleys the re- 
pairs will be made, and that in their judgment the in- 
terests of the city require that the repairs of such 
streets and alleys, or the repair or relaying of pave- 
ments, sewers and sidewalks thereon, should be done 
at the expense of the city at large, instead of any part 
of the cost thereof being assessed against abutting 
property, as provided by existing laws. 
- Sec. 3. That any indebtedness heretofore incurred 
by any city for the cleaning up of the streets and alleys, 
or the repair of streets and bridges, made necessary by 
said flood, in excess of the limit allowed by existing 
laws, is hereby made a legal and valid obligation of 
the city incurring such indebtedness, the same as if it 
had been previously authorized. 

Sec. 4, That the mayor and council of any city af- 
fected by said floods may issue the bonds of such city 
for the purpose of providing a fund for the payment 
of the indebtedness authorized or validated by this 
act in such amount, not exceeding the actual amount 
of such indebtedness, as the mayor and council shall 
deem necessary, running for a period of not exceeding 
te'H years, bearing interest at not more than six per 
cent, per annum, payable semiannually. Such bonds 
shall be issued in such denominations as the mayor 
and council by ordinance shall provide ; they shall be 
designated on their face as '* special improvement 
bonds,'' and shall be sold or disposed of at not less 
than par. The mayor and council shall make a special 
levy of taxes upon all the taxable property of the city

CHAPTER 35. 

RELATING TO CITIES OF THE FIRST CLASS. 

An Act amendiDg and repealing section 144 of chapter 122 of the 
Laws of 1903, entitled "An act relating to cities of the first class." 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That section 144 of chapter 122 of the 
Laws of 1903 be and the same is hereby amended so 
as to read as follows : For gr^^ding all streets and 
alleys, and for all improvements of the areas or inter- 
sections formed by the crossing of streets and alleys, 
and for building bridges, oulverts, viaducts, and all 
crossings of streets and alleys, the cost or contract 
price thereof shall be paid out of the general improve- 
ment fund, except as herein otherwise provided ; pro- 
vided, that when the mayor and council shall deem it 
necessary to grade or regrade any street, lane, avenue, 
or alley, or any part thereof, and shall so declare 
by resolution, in a like manner as is provided for 
paving and curbing, and no protest against such 
grading or improvement shall have been filed with 
the city clerk, as provided in case of paving and 
curbing, then such mayor and council shall have 
power to cause such grading to be done and improve- 
ment to be made, and to contract therefor, and to 
levy special assessments for the full cost thereof on 
all lots and pieces of land to the center of the block 
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on either side of the street or avenue the distance im- 
proved or to be improved, according to the appraised 
value of the lots or pieces of land, without regard to 
the buildings or improvements thereon, which said 
appraisement, and all proceedings relating thereto, 
shall be made in the manner provided for the pay- 
ment of the cost of paving and curbing, and to is- 
sue improvementbonds therefor, in like manner as is 
provided by law for the payment of the cost of pav- 
ing and curbing the streets, alleys and public places 
of cities of the first class ; and the entire distance 
to be graded shall constitute the grading district. 
For all paving, repaving, macadamizing, rem^cadam- 
izing, curbing, recurbing, guttering and reguttering 
of the streets and alleys, the special assessments shall 
be made for the full cost thereof on each block sepa- 
rately, on all lots and pieces of land to the center of 
the block on either side of such street, the distance 
improved or to be improved, and on the lots and 
pieces of land abutting on such alley to the assessed 
value of the lots and pieces of land without regard to 
the' buildings or improvements thereon, which value 
shall be ascertained by three disinterested appraisers 
appointed by the mayor and confirmed by the council. 
It shall be the duty of said appraisers, within five 
days after being notified of their appointment, to pro- 
ceed to appraise such lots and pieces of land as may 
be designated by the council, after having taken and 
subscribed an oath to make a true and impartial ap- 
praisement, which appraisement shall be returned to 
the city council at its first meeting after the same shall 
have been completed. When said appraisement is re- 
turned and filed with the clerk, the mayor and coun- 
cil shall appoint a time for holding a special session 
to hear any complaint that may be made as to the 
valuation of any lot or piece of land appraised as 
aforesaid, a notice of which special session shall be 
given by the mayor in the oflScial city paper ; and 
said mayor and council at said special session may 
alter the valuation of any lot or piece of land, if in 
—4 
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their opinion the same has been appraised too high or 
too low. 

Sec. 2. That said section 144 of chapter 122 of the 
Laws of 1903 be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Skg. 3. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

Section 1. That chapter 125 of the Session Laws 
of 1903, entitled ''An act' to limit the amount of 
bonded indebtedness of cities of the first class having 
a population of fifty thousand or more,'' approved 
March 2, 1903, be and the same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

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CHAPTER 37: 

CITIES OF FIRST CLASS TO REFUND INDEBTEDNESSr 

An Act to enable cities of the first olass to refund their indebted- 
ness, and providing penalties for the violation thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That every city of the first class be and 
the same hereby is authorized and empo.wered to com- 
promise and refund all its outstanding warrants, or- 
ders, judgments and other matured and maturing 
floating indebtedness of every kind and descriptioa 
whatsoever upon such terms as can be agreed upon^ 
and to issue bonds with semiannual interest coupons 
attached in payment of any indebtedness so com- 
promised and refunded ; provided,, that this act shall 
not apply to any indebtedness that may accrue or be 
contracted after theT.st day of November, 1903; pro- 
vided further, that no city shall issue its bonds under 
this act in an amount to exceed two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 2. That the bonds issued under this act shall 
be signed by the mayor and attested by the city clerk 
under the seal of the city, and the interest coupons 
shall be signed by the mayor ; such bonds may be in 
any denomination from one hundred dollars to one 
thousand dollars, and made payable at any time not 
exceeding twenty-five years at such place as may be 
designated upon the face thereof. They shall not be 
issudd, sold or exchanged for other evidences of in- 
debtedness of such city at less than par, shall not ex- 
ceed in amount the actual amount of outstanding 
floating indebtedness of the city at the time that they 
are issued, shall not bear a greater rate of interest 
than five per cent, per annum, payable semiannually ; 
that the mayor and councilmen of said city may cause 
such floating indebtedness to be refunded by resolu- 
tion or ordinance specifying the particular indebted- 
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I 
ness to be refunded, the amount of bonds to be issued, 

the time when said bonds shall be payable and the 
rate of interest that the same shall bear, and each of 
said bonds shall contain a recital that it is issued 
under the provisions of this act, which recital shall be 
conclusive that the proper resolution or ordinance au- 
thorizing such refunding has been passed and that all 
other conditions precedent to the issuing of said bonds 
have been complied with, and that said bonds have 
been issued to refund valid floating indebtedness of 
the city issuing the same. 

Sec. 3. That a record shall be kept by the city 
clerks of the dififerent cities issuing bonds under this act 
of all bonds so issued, showing the date, number and 
amount thereof, to whom and on what account issued 
and when the same become due, and all written evi- 
dences of indebtedness refunded under this act shall 
have the words '^Paid in full'' marked in a plain 
manner across the same, and sach cancelled obliga- 
tions shall be carefully preserved in the office of the 
city clerk or destroyed by the mayor and council, a 
register of the number, amount and date of issuing of 
the same having been first made by the city clerk. 

Sec. 4. That in every instance in which any city 
shall issue bonds under this act, it shall be the im- 
perative duty of the mayor and council thereof to an- 
nually levy, at the time of -making the levy of other 
taxes, a tax sufficient in amount to pay the interest 
upon said bonds and the coupons as they become due ; 
and one year before said bonds shall become due, and 
annually thereafter until the maturity of said bonds, 
to levy a tax sufficient for their final redemption, as 
the same shall mature. 

Sec. 5. That any officer who shall issue or aid in or 
consent to issuing any bonds under this act for any 
purpose except to refund the floating indebtedness of 
the city accrued prior to November 1, 1903, or shall 
misappropriate or use, or aid or abet in misappropri- 
ating or using, any of the funds raised by taxation for 
the purpose of paying the principal or interest ot such 
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bonds for any other purpose, shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and on conviction thereof shall be 
fined in a sum equal to the amount of money so mis- 
appropriated or used and imprisoned in the county 
jail for not less than three months nor more than 
twelve months, and shall also be liable in a civil ac- 
tion for the amount so misappropriated or used, to be 
prosecuted by any holder of any bond issued under 
this act or by the city. 

Skc. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state paper.

CHAPTER 38. 

CITIES OF FIRST CLASS— WATER- WORKS PLANTS. 

An Act authorizing cities of the first class having a population of 
less than twenty thousand inhabitants to purchase or construct 
water-works plants and operate the same, and repealing all acts 
or parts of acts in conflict with this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the mayor and council of any city 
of the first class having a population of less than 
twenty thousand inhabitants shall have the power to 
provide water-works for ^the purpose of supplying 
'such city and its inhabitants with water, and may 
maintain, operate and regulate the same, and pre- 
scribe the rates at which water shall be furnished, 
and may make such provision, either by constructing 
water- works or by the purchase of such works already 
constructed ; and such city may acquire suitable 
grounds, either within or without the city, by pur- 
chase, or may obtain the same by appropriate pro- 
ceedings in condemnation, upon which to erect such 
works, or upon which to lay water-pipes and mains 
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for the purpose of conveying water to the consumers 
within the city ; and such city shall have jurisdiction 
over any such grounds outside the city upon which 
such ,works, pipes and mains may be located, the same 
as if such grounds were within the city, as far as may 
be necessary in order to protect, maintain and operate 
such works. 

Sec. 2. The city shall have power to borrow money 
for the purchase or construction of water- works, and 
may issue bonds therefor ; but no such money shall 
be borrowed or such bonds be issued until the mayor 
and council shall be instructed to do so by a majority 
of the legal voters of such city at a special election 
called and held for that purpose. The bonds issued 
under this section shall be payable in not less than 
twenty nor more than thirty years from their date, and 
shall bear interest at a rate not to exceed six per cent, 
per annum, payable annually or semiannually, and 
shall not be sold for less than their face value, and no 
commission shall be allowed for their sale. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This act shall take efifect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CITIES OF SECOND CLASS— ROADS AND HIGHWAYS. 

An Act authorizing and empowering cities of the seoond tilass to ap- 
propriate moneys and to repair or rebuild, or assist townships ad- 
joining cities of the second class in repairing or rebuilding, public 
^ roads or highways leading to and from said cities in such adjoin- 
ing townships within a limit of five miles from said cities, and 
also to provide for the raising of funds by voting bonds therefor. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. The mayor and council of the several 
cities of the second class in the state of Kansas are 
hereby authorized and empowered to repair or rebuild, 
or to assist townships adjoining said cities of the 
second class in repairing or rebuilding, public roads 
or highways leading to and from said cities in such 
adjoining townships, and within a limit of five miles 
from said cities, and to appropriate by ordinance ac- 
cording to law, out of any moneys in the city treasury 
of said cities not otherwise appropriated, such sum or 
sums as may be necessary therefor, not exceeding an 
amount of two thousand dollars in any one year, or so 
much thereof as may be necessary to repair or rebuild 
public roads or highways as aforesaid. 

Sec. 2, Where the cost of repairing or rebuilding 
any puljlic road or highway shall exceed the sum of 
two thousand dollars, then the county surveyor or city 
engineer shall prepare an estimate of the costs of such 
proposed repairing or rebuilding of said public roads 
or highways, and the mayor and council of said cities 
of the second class are hereby authorized and empow- 
ered to issue the bonds of said city, in an amount not 
exceeding the contract price, for such repairing or re- 
building of said roads or highways, and the moneys 
derived therefrom shall be paid into the city treasury, 
to be used and disbursed for the purposes mentioned 
in section 1 of this act and none other. 

Sec. 3. Before the bonds mentioned in this act shall

be issued, it shall be the duty of the mayor and coun- 
cil to submit the proposition to issue said bonds at a 
regular election, or a special election called for that 
purpose, after having given thirty days' notice, by 
publication in the official paper of said city for four 
publications, which said notice shall state the amount 
and purpose for which said bonds are to be issued. 
There shall be printed on the ballot '*For the road- 
improvement bonds'' and '^Against the road-improv/e- 
ment bonds." The result of said election shall be 
certified, returned, canvassed and declared as usual 
in general elections. 

Sec. 4. Said bonds to be issued in sums of not more 
than live hundred dollars nor less than one hundred 
dollars each, with interest coupons attached, and shall 
bear interest at a ra^ not exceeding five per. cent, per 
annum, payable annually, on the Ist days of January 
and July in each year. Said bonds shall be payable 
in not less than five years nor more than twenty years 
from the date thereof, and payable at such time and 
place, within the period aforesaid, as the mayor and 
city council may designate. Each bond shall bear on 
its face the amount thereof, the rate of interest it 
bears, the number of such bond, when issued, when 
and where payable, for what purpose, and be payable 
to bearer, which bonds, together with the coupons 
thereto attached, shall be signed • by the mayor of 
said city and attested by the city clerk of said city, 
with the impression of the seal of said city thereon. 
The bonds so issued shall not be sold for less than 
par. 

Sec. 5. The said mayor and council of the cities of 
the second class, at the time other taxes are levied, 
shall levy a tax sufficient to pay the interest on said 
bonds as the same shall become due, and shall create 
a sinking-fund for the final redemption of said bonds 
at maturity, and the money raised for said sinking- 
fund may be used for the purchase of said bonds. 

Sec. 6. It shall be the duty of the city clerk of said 
cities to register the bonds authorized to be issued by 
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this act in a book to be kept by him for that purpose, 
which register shall show the date, number, the 
amount of each bond, to whom issued, for what pur- 
pose, and when and where payable, and when coupon 
or bond shall be paid, they shall be noted on the reg- . 
ister as paid, and the said coupons and bonds so paid 
shall be cancelled by said city clerk, with the date of 
cancellation thereon. 

^EC. 7. This act shall take effect and be in force 
for the term of two years from and after its publica- 
tion in the official state paper.

CHAPTER 40. - 

CITIES OP SECOND CLASS -RELATING TO SUPPORT 

OF SCHOOLS. 

An Act relating to the support of schools in cities of the second 
class, and to amend section 1 of chapter 149 of the Session Laws 
of 1886 and repeal said section. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That section 1 of chapter 149 of the 
Session Laws of 1886 be amended so as to read as fol- 
lows : Section 1. That the board of education shall, 
on or before the 15th day of August of each year, levy 
a tax for the support of the schools of the city for the 
fiscal year next ensuing, not exceeding in any one 
year fifteen mills on the dollar on all personal, mixed 
and real property within the district which is taxable 
according to the laws of the state of Kansas, which 
levy, when made, shall be certified by the clerk of 
said board to the county clerk, who is hereby author- 
ized and required to place the same on the tax-roll of 
said county^ to be collected by the treasurer of the 
county as other taxes, and paid over by him to the 
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treasurer of the board of education, of whom ne shall 
take a receipt in duplicate, one of which he shall file 
in his office and the other he shall forthwith transmit 
to the clerk of the board of education. The clerk of 
. the board of education, at the time he certifies the tax 
levy to the county clerk, as hereinbefore provided, 
shall send a duplicate of said levy to the clerk of the 
city council. 

Sec. 2. That section 1 of chapter 149 of the Session 
Laws of 1886, and all other acts and parts of acts in- 
consistent with this act, be and they are hereby re- 
pealed, except that the boards of education in the 
following-named cities shall be exempt from the pro- 
visions of this act in so far as it relates to the rate of 
the levy, to wit : Belleville, Republic county, chapter 
367, Session Laws of 1901 ; Lawrence, chapter 379, 
Session Laws of 1901 ; Rosedale, chapter 384, Session 
Laws of 1901 ; Marion, chapter 266, Session Laws of 
1899 ; Osage City, chapter 272, Session Laws of 1899, 
and all other cities now authorized by special act to 
levy taxes for general purposes. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take efi'ect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CHAPTER 41. 

PUBLIC PARK, COUNCIL GROVE, MORRIS COUNTY. 

An Act to enable the city of Council Grove, in Morris county, Kan- 
sas, to acquire and improve lands for public-park purposes and 
giving said city police jurisdiction over the same, and to author- 
ize said city to issue bonds and levy taxes for the payment and 
improvement and maintenance of the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the mayor and councilmen of the 
city of Council Grove, in Morris county, Kansas, are 
hereby authorized to establish and maintain a system 
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of public parks in said city, and for such purposes 
may acquire, by purchase or donation, lands for such 
purposes, either within or without the corporate lim- 
its of said city, as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. The mayor and councilmen of said city are 
hereby authorized to levy an annual tax\ipon all tax- 
able property within said city, not exceeding one and 
one-half mills on the dollar, to be used in the acquisi- 
tion, improvement and maintenance of parks and park- 
ways. The revenue thus provided shall be designated 
as the ''park fund.*' 

Sec. 3. The mayor and councilmen of said city shall 
also have power to issue bonds, maturing in not less 
than ten years and not more than fifteen years, not 
exceeding the amount of eight thousand dollars ; such 
bonds to bear interest at the rate of not over five per 
cent, per annum. Said bonds shall be issued in de- 
nominations of not less than one hundred dollars nor 
more than five hundred 'dollars ; provided, that no 
such bonds shall be issued vintil dulj^ authorized by a 
vote of the electors of the city, at an election held at 
such time and in such manner as may be prescribed ' 
by ordinance and under the forms of existing laws. 
The proceeds arising from the sale of such bonds issued 
as herein provided shall be used for the purchase of 
land by contract for said parks and parkways only. 
All expenses of improvements and maintenance shall 
be paid out of the park fund created by the tax levy 
herein authorized. 

Sec. 4. That said bonded indebtedness and levy of 
taxes as hereinbefore authorized shall be independent 
of ajid 4n addition to the limit prescribed by sections 
980 and 981 of the General Statutes of 1901 or other 
existing law, and in respect to which said limitations 
shall not apply. 

Sec. 5. The mayor and councilmen of said city of 
Council Grove shall have power, by ordinance, to pro- 
vide all necessary rules and regulations for the protec- 
tion of public property in any public park established 
under the provisions of this act and for the mainte- 
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nance of order, to prevent nuisances, and to make and 
establish all necessary police regulations governing 
the same ;• and for the purpose of enforcing all rules, 
regulations and ordinances providing for the govern- 
ing of parks created under provisions of this act, the 
police judge of the city of Council Grove shall have 
full jurisdiction and authority to act in all cases, 
whether such public parks shall be situated within or 
outside of the corporate limits of said city. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take efifect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CITIES OF THIRD iDL ASS— RELATING TO BONDED 

INDEBTEDNESS.

Sbction 1. That section lll&of the General Stat- 
utes of 1901 be and the same is hereby amended so as 
to read as follows : Sec. 1118. At no time shall all 
the bonded indebtedness of any city governed by the 
provisions of this act exceed one-fourth the assessed 
V9,lue of all the taxable property within said^ity, as 
shown by the assessment books of the year previous 
to the one on which the last issue of bonds was made ; 
provided, that bonds may be issued by any such city 
in an amount equal to forty per cent, of the assessed 
value of all the taxable property within said city, as 
shown by the last returns of the assessors, for the 
purpose of funding its floating debt and of protecting 
the property of the city, and of restoring or protecting 
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the channels or banks of streams and rivers within its 
limits. 

Sec. 2.^ That said original section 1118 be and the 
same is hereby repealed. 

Sec. 3. This act shall take eflfect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the' official state 
paper.

CHAPTER 43. 

EXTENDING POWERS OP BOARDS OF COUNTY COM- 
MISSIONERS. 

An Act extending the powers of the board of county commissioners 
of the several counties in the state of Kansas.

Section 1. That in addition to the powers already 
given by law, the board of county commissioners of 
each county shall have power at any meeting, in case 
of great loss or damage to life or property, to assist in 
burying the dead, caring for the wounded, rendering 
temporary aid to the distressed, preventing disease 
and pestilence, and cleaning up debris, and to issue 
warrants of the county therefor not exceeding one per 
cent, of the taxable property of the county, and to 
levy a tax to pay such warrants. 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CLAY COUNTY TO REPAIR AND IMPROVE PUBLIC 

ROADS. 

An Act authorizing the board of county commissioners of Clay 
county to repair and improve the public roads crossing the Repub- 
lican river bottom within the limits of said county, and authoriz- 
ing them to levy a tax to pay for such repairs and improvements 
as in their discretion they may deem necessary. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the board of county commission- 
ers of Clay county are hereby authorized to repair and 
make such improvements to public roads crossing the 
Republican river bottom within, the limits of Clay 
county, Kansas, as they in their discretion may deem 
necessary. 

Skc. 2. When the costs of such repairs or improve- 
ments shall exceed the sum of one hundred dollars the 
same shall be let by contract, and the commissioners 
shall advertise the time and place for letting each con- 
tract by publication for two issues in the county 
papers, the first publication in each of the county 
papers to be made at least ten days prior to letting 
the same, and shall receive sealed proposals for the 
same until twelve o'clock m. of the day for letting said 
contract. 

Sec. 3. The plans and specifications for the repairs 
or improvements shall be left in the ofl5ce of the county 
clerk of Clay county for inspection for a period of at 
least ten days prior to the day of letting the contract. 

Sec. 4. The board of county commissioners shall 
. pay the expense of repairing or improving such roads 
by issuing county warrants on the county treasurer, 
payable in such sums and at such times and on such 
terms as they may agree with the contracting parties ; 
but in no case shall such orders be given for a longer 
time than one year from the completion of such re- 
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pairs or improvements, and shiill not draw more than 
six per cent, interest. 

Sec. 5. The county commissioners shall, at their 
meeting on the first Monday in August, 1903, esti- 
mate and determine the amount necessary to pay all 
warrants issued by authority of this act, and make a 
levy suflScient to pay such warrants ; not to exceed 
two mills on the doUar of the taxable property for 
1903 for general county revenue shall be expended 
for such repairs and improvements. 

Sec. 6. This act shall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the oflScial state 
paper.

MARSHALL COUNTY TO ISSUE WARRANTS TO REPAIR 

FLOOD DAMAGES. 

An Act authorizing the board of county commissioners of Marshall 
county to issue warrants and make certain appropriations and 
expenditures out of the general revenue fund. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

SBCtiON 1. The board of county commissioners of 
Marshall county is hereby authorized to appropriate 
and expend, out of the money now in the general 
revenue fund of said county, a sum not exceeding ten 
thousand dollars for the purpose of reconstructing the 
highway leading north from the city of Blue Rapids, 
known as the county road, and restoring Blue river to 
its former channel and protecting its banks ; provided, 
that if said board shall find that said sum of ten 
thousand dollars cannot be spared from the general 
revenue fund, it is hereby authorized to issue war- 
rants in suflScient amount to make up said sum. 

Sec. 2. This act ahall take effect and be in force 
from and after its publication in the official state 
paper.

CHAPTER 47. 



RUSSELL COUNTY— COURT HOUSE. 

An Act authorizing the county commissioners of Russell county to 
pay out of the general revenue of the county, or out of the court- 
house fund, any deficiency which may occur, over and above the 
contract price, in the matter of the building of a court-house. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Sbction 1. That the county commissioners of Rus- 
sell county, Kansas, are hereby authorized to pay out 
of the general fund of said county, or out of the 
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court-house fund, such sum or sums of money as 
may be necessary, over and above the contract price, 
to fully pay off and discharge any and all legal liens 
or claims for labor and material actually performed 
and furnished and which entered into the construc- 
tion of the court-house now nearing completion in 
said county. 

Sec. 2. And said county commissioners are hereby 
further authorized to pay out of the general fund of 
said county, or out of the court-house fund, to Messrs. 
Nielsen & Whelan, the contractors who constructed 
said court-house building, any and all sum or sums 
of money which said Nielsen & Whelan may have 
advanced or expended for materials and labor which 
entered into the construction of said building in ex- 
cess of the contract price for the erection thereof. 

Sec. 3. This act to take effect and be in force from 
and after its publication in the Russell Record, pub- 
lished at Russell, in said county.

CHAPTER 48. 

WABAUNSEE COUNTY TO CONSTRUCT LEVEES. 

An Act authorizing the board of commissioners of Wabaunsee 
county to construct levees for the purpose of confining the Kansas 
river in its original channel. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. That the board of commissioners of Wa- 
baunsee county is authorized and empowered to con- 
struct levees along the Kansas river, in Kaw township 
in said county, for the purpose of returning and con- 
fining said river to its original channel prior to the 
floods of. May and June, 1903, the sum to be expended 
for said purpose not to exceed ten thousand dollars, 
-5 
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and to provide for paying the same said board of com- 
missioners is authorized to levy a tax upon all the 
taxable property of said county. 

Sec. 2. That the board of commissioners of said 
Wabaunsee county shall, in making expenditures 
under this act, let the contract to the lowest responsi- 
ble bidder, by first giving twenty days' published no- 
tice of the time of letting said contract.

Section 1. The regular terms of the district court

An Act legalizing all contracts heretofore made by the board of 
county commissioners of Douglas county, Kansas, with any per- 
son, persons, company or corporation relating to the construction 
or repair of certain approaches and bridges therein, injured by 
the flood of June, 1903, to wit, the approach and repair of the 
bridge over the Kansas river at the city of Lawrence, Kan., and 
authorizing said board of county commissioners to appropriate a 
sum not exceeding five thousand dollars from any fund which 
may be now or which may hereafter become available for such 
purpose. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas: 

Section 1. That any contract made or entered into 
by the board of county commissioners of Douglas 
county, Kansas, with any person, persons, company 
or corporation prior to the 25th day of June, 1903, 
relating to the construction and repair of the ap- 
proaches to and the building of the county bridge 
across the Kansas river at Lawrence, Kan., so as to 
establish immediate connection between that part of 
the city of Lawrence known as South Lawrence and 
that part of the city of Lawrence known as North 
Lawrence, be and the same are hereby legalized. 

Sec. 2. That the said board of county commission- 
ers of Douglas county, Kansas, are hereby authorized 
and directed to appropriate a sum not exceeding five 
thousand dollars from any fund which may be now 
or which may hereafter become available for such 
purpose, and with said money pay any person, per- 
sons, company or corporation for any work per- 
formed or material furnished on any contract or 
contracts described in section 1 of this act. 

Sec. 3. That there shall be filed vouchers in the 
oflBce of the county clerk of Douglas county, Kansas, 
by the person, persons, company or corporation per- 
forming any work or furnishing any material, show- 
ing the amount of work performed and materials 
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furnished on any contract or contracts described in 
section 1 of this act, before the board of county com- 
missioners of Douglas county shall pay for the work 
or materials so furnished. 

Sec. 4. That all acts or parts of acts, in so far as 
they conflict with the provisions of this act, be and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 5. That this act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its publication in the oflScial 
state paper.

That the tireasurer of state, at any time when it be- 
comes necessary to issue state warrants for the pay- 
ment of any claim against the state, is hereby required 
to notify the School-fund Commissioners of that fact ;

ABATEMENT OF TAXES FOR YEAR OF 1903. 

An Act to empower the board of county commissioners of any county 
in the state of Kansas to abate taxes levied for the year 1903 on 
real and personal property destroyed in whole or in part by the 
flood of said year. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Kansas : 

Section 1. The board of county commissioners of 
any county in the state of Kansas is hereby author- 
ized to abate taxes levied for the year ' 1903 on such 
personal property and real property as have been 
totally destroyed by the flood of said year, and to 
abate, a just proportion 6f all taxes levied upon such 
property as has been partially destroyed by said flood ; 
provided, that no abatement to any one person, com- 
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pany or corporation shall exceed the tax levied upon 
fifteen hundred dollars assessed valuation ; and pro- 
vided further, that all applications for abatements 
must be made to said board on or before September 1, 
1903, and determined by said board before October 1^ 
1903. 

Skc. 2. Said board shall record in its journal all 
abatements made. In case the abatement is made 
of a tax levied upon real property or improvements ^ 
thereon, said record shall describe such real estate as 
described upon the tax-roll, give the full amount of 
the original tax levied, the amount of the abatement, 
and the balance to be collected by the county treasurer. 
In case of personal property, the name of the person 
charged shall be stated, the amount of the original 
tax, the amount of the abatement, and the balance to 
be collected. 

Sec. 3. The county clerk shall in each case of 
abatement note in the proper place on the tax-roll, in 
red ink, the amount of tax to be collected, and the 
treasurer shall collect such amount and no more. 

Sec. 4. The'county clerk and county treasurer shall 
jointly certify to the state auditor and state treasurer 
the state tax rebated under the provisions of this act, 
and the county shall be credited on the books of said 
state officers for the amount of such rebates, the amount 
of the state tax, and no charge therefore to be made 
against any county for the amount of the rebates so 
credited to it as aforesaid. 

Sec. 5. This act shall be in force from and after its 
passage and publication in the official state paper.
